Few Plumbers of Today Can 
Perform Trick 


[EXCLOMVS DISPATCH.) 

SAN ANTONIO, May 8.--During 
a protracted stay in -Arabla, and 
other parts of the Near Fast, Col. 
W. G. Archer of Evansville, Ind., 
master plumber and field agent of 
the National Association of Master 
Piumbers, made a study of ancient 
sanitation equipment. He returned 
to the United States only a few 
months ago. Following the war, 
Col. Archer accompanied Gen. 
Jaffa Pasha té India and was at- 
tached to the staff of Prince Faisel. 
While occupying that position, he 
traveled extensively in Arabia, 
Mesopotamia, Syria and other 
countries of the Near East. He 
was a visitor to San Antonio a 
few days ago and in speaking of 
his travels he said that naturally 
he found plumbing and bathtubs 
he most interesting of the many 
things that came to his notice. 


BATHTUBS OF ONYX 

“We prate of our great civili- 
zation and we discount the an- 
cients, because we know next to 
nothing of their methods or their 
customs,” Col. Archer said, “T 
found bathtubs made of onyx in 
Bablyon and evidence to tubs made 
of metal and various her kinds 
of stone. They are identical with 
those of today, with the same op- 
enings for letting water in and 
for letting it out. The Babylon- 
lanes were the greatest people of 
their time, and they had sanita- 
tion, plumbing and th facilities, 
gronteamy as we have them to- 


“T have never visited the Island 
of Crete, but I know a number of 
Englishmen 
the ruins on that isiand and re-: 
cently received pictures of vitrified 
bathtubs and toilet fixtures, that 
they have unearthed there. 

“Vitrified tajlet fixtures and bath- 
tubs are generally supposed to be 
a strictly modern invention. The 
Greeks nevertheless had known of 
the process of making vitrified stuff 
more than 2000 years before Christ. 

“Then look at the plumbi fix- 
tures found in Rome and m- 
peli, the city destroved by Vesu- 
vius. We ali know that Rome had 
great laws and many great in- 
stitutions and thinkers, but it is a 
surprise to many people to knaw 
that Rome had plumbing fixtures 
as good as the best of today and 
the same was true in Pompeii. 


FIRST “WIPE JOINT” 

“The first wipe joint,” was in 
Rome and Pompeii. A ‘wipe joint’ 
is the only thing a plumber does 
that can be called skilled that 
places him among the skilled arti- 
sans. Wiping a joint consists of 
putting two ends of a iead pi 
together and then covering the 
palm of the hand with a rag and 
pouring molten lead into the rag 


and wiping it around those 
two pipes so as to com- 
pletely join the pipe. This 


requires skill inasmuch as the lead 
when it cools and hardens on the 
joint must form a bulge that is 
the same size all the way round. 
That was done in Rome and the 
Romans went us one better, they 
often wiped, joints with molten.

Violation of V olstead Act Charge i 


Against 


Warrants for the arrest of Fidel 
Elduayen and his son, Mariano 
Elduayen, on the charge of violat- 
ing the Volstead Act, were issued 
by U. 8.

Old Saws Resharpened | 
Lynch law is not a distinctively

Greece, where twenty-five hundred 
years ago they burned to death 
Pythagoras, the great philosopher 
whose birthday every year at about 
this time they enthusiastically cel- 
ebrate. 

Pythagoras first got into trouble 
because he was skeptical of the 
existence of the rultitudinous gods 
and goddesses most of his neigh- 
bors believed in. He had his own 
ideas on the subject, and he dared 
to impart them to others. Soon 
these ideas became so popular he 
started a school where he could 

preach them more. effi- 
ciently. 


| The word philosophy means love 
of truth; “philo,” love; “soph,” 
truth. A philosopher is a lover of 
truth. Pythagoras called himself | 
a philosopher, and his school, a 
school of philosophy. It was for 
philosophers only. Its foundation 
stones were truth, simplicity, hon- 
esty, mutual service and independ- 
ent thinking. And with these he 
attacked the show, sham, mysti- 
cism, slavery, quackery, selfishness 
and ignorance of his day. So he 
Was accused of unorthodoxy and 
infidelity, and done night he made 
human kindling for a mob of infu- 
riated heresy-hunters. 

The people upon whose toes and 
untruths P} trod usdéd to 


how foolish and meaningless were 
his utterances. Many of these quo- 
tations have come down to us, and 
they do Pythagoras a great injus- 
tice because he spoke and taught 
in terms of symbols and metaphors, 
to understand and appreciate which 
require some study and not a little 
sympathetic interpretation. I have 
just as good a right to interpret 
these as anybody and, while add- 
ing nothing, I shall do my best to 
preserve the spirit which I think 
they embodied. ~ 

For instance, Pythagoras 
marks: “Sit thou not down upon, 
a bushel measure.” There is no 
question but what he meant was: 


Get busy and fill that measure with 
wheat or grain; don’t use it for a 
couch. 

“Wait not upon the gods”—don't 
let George do it; do it yourself. Or 
—you be George. 

“Leave not the mark of the pot 
upon the ashes.” Which undoubt- 
edly means, Bury the dead past; 
forget yesterday; today is yours; 
start again, start right—right away. 

“Feed no animal that has crooked 
claws”"—don't be a get-rich-quick
